REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

references to produce a bis-ft-hydroxyethyl terephthalate and/or a low condensate 
thereof having a molar ratio of ethylene glycol to terephthalic acid between 10.6 and 
40.5. 

An updated search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches or 
suggest a bis-fi-hydroxyethyl terephthalate and/or a low condensate thereof having a 
molar ratio of ethylene glycol to terephthalic acid between 10.6 and 40.5.
